"Friends  of  Nabe"  Formed 
To  Help  Fund  Projects 


For  over  80  years  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  Hou.se  has  provided  serv- 
ices to  people  in  need.  Young  men  and 
women  have  been  kept  in  school  and  away 
from  drugs  and  crime  wilh  the  help  of  in- 
novative "Nabe"  programs.  Whether  it's 
summer  jobs,  senior  lunclies,  programs 
for  the  developmenlally  disabled,  meet- 
ing space  for  community  groups,  or  rec- 
reational aclivilies  in  the  gym,  the  Nabe 
has  it. 

And  the  Nabe  is  being  called  upon  to 
deliver  more  and  more  services  while  re* 
sources  keep  slirinking.  Government  and 
private  contributions  arc  being  reduced 
but  the  needs  continue  to  grow.  Tlie 
beautiful  building  at  953  l)e  Haro  St..  - 
designed  by  Julia  Morgan,  and  proclaimed 
u  Landmark  in  1977  -  is  in  constant  need 
of  expensive  maintenance  and  upkeep. 

In  order  to  find  other  ways  to  ask  for 


private  donations,  the  Board  of  Directors 
lias  announced  the  formntion  of  "Friends 
of  the  Nabe,"  an  organizaiion  of  people 
who  want  to  be  regular-  helpers  in  the 
work  of  tlic  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House. 

Membership  has  several  categories: 
For  $25,  a  member  is  kept  informed  of 
all  House  activities;  ttic  SlUU  "Supporter" 
category  gives  information,  and,  in  addi- 
tion, two  season  ticket  gift  to  the  Nabe's 
Multi-Ethnic  Theater  (MKT),  l-or  §250, 
an  "Angel"  will  receive  the  above  bene- 
fits, plus  u  bcaiitilul  coffee  table  book 
of  photographs  of  Julia  Morgan's  work.

Plans  for  the  construction  of  a  clini- 
cal and  bio-medical  research  facility  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  (SFGH) 
cleared  another  hurdle  April  14  when  the 
City  Planning  Commission  approved  a 
declaration  by  the  Dept.  of  City  Planning 
that  the  proposal  "could  not  significantly 
affect  the  environment,"  and  that  o  for- 
mal Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR) 
is  not  necessary. 

What  it  came  down  to,  said  one  Commi- 
ssioner, was  "a  question  of  faith  or  fear." 
Which  would  determine  how  one  makes  a 
decision  on  the  matter? 

The  proposed  structure  at  22nd  Street 
and  San  Bruno  Avenue  would  be  approxi- 
mately 120.000  square  feet  in  size,  of 
which  about  100,000  square  feet  would 
be  used  by  the  University  of  California 
San  Francisco  (UCSF)  for  research,  and 
about  20,000  square  feet  would  be  used 
by  SFGH  for  clinic^. 

SFGH  and  UCSF  have  been  affiliated 
informally  for  11)0  years  (formally  since 
1  9f>9).   The  urivcrsity  provides  profession- 
al and  support  staff  to  the  hospital,  while 
the  hospital  provides  patients  and  space 
for  medical  training  programs  for  the 
university-  Research  activities  at  SFGH 
have  been  ongoing  and  at  present  about 
300,000  square  feet  at  the  hospital  is 
used  for  laboratory  space. 

Opposition  to  a  declaration  of  no  sig- 
nificant environmental  effects  ("Neg 
Dec"  in  planning  parlance)  was  voiced  by 
a  group  of  concerned  Potrero  Hill  citi- 
zens and  neighbors  of  the  project  both  at 
a  public  meeting  hosted  by  SFGH  on 
April  II.  and  at  the  Planning  Commission 
meeting  a  few  days  later.  Primary  con- 
cerns of  the  citizens  were  over  parking 
and  the  dangers  of  living  near  facilities 
where  toxic  materials  might  be  acci- 
dentally leaked. 

At  the  April  II  meeting  in  Carr  Audi- 
torium. SFGH.  presided  over  by  Mari- 
anne Boilin.  the  hospital's  Director  of 
Community  Relations  -  hospital  and 
UCSF  staff  members  answered  questions 
and  attempted  to  allay  the  fears  of  about 
40  concerned  neighbors  of  the  project. 

Responding  to  questions  about  toxics 
and  air  quality  Dr.  Henry  Chambers. 
SFGH  Chief  of  The  Infectious  Diseases 
Division,  described  the  constant  and 
stringent  monitoring  in  the  use  of  bio- 
logical, chemical  and  radioactive  ma- 
terials now  used  at  SFGH  labs.  Addi- 
tionally, he  pointed  out  that  lab  workers 
are  not  likely  to  put  themselves  at  risk 
through  unsafe  practices. 

William  Vernon,  expert  on  air  quality 
issues,  asserted  that  the  air  "that  would 
be  leaving  the  (proposed)  building  would 
be  cleaner  than  that  outside"  through  the 
use  of  filters.  Outside  air  would  be 
filtered  twice  before  It  entered  the 
building. 

Parking  problems  generated  the  most 
heated  community  reaction  at  the  public 
meeting.  The  proposed  lab  building 
would  occupy  what  is  now  a  parking  lot. 
eliminating  58  parking  spaces  while  at 
the  same  time  bringing  in  possibly  260 
additional  staff  people  to  work  in  the 
new  facility. 

The  hospital  expects  the  deficit  to-be 
eased  when  a  proposed  1200-space  park- 
ing garage  is  built  on  23rd  Street  between 
Utah  and  San  Bruno.  (Final  EIR  approval 


for  this  facility  is  expected  this  month.) 
In  the  meantime,  through  its  Transporta- 
tion System  Management  (TSM)  program. 
SFGH  hopes  to  mitigate  parking  problems 
through  promoting  rideshare  and  use  of 
public  transit,  action  to  improve  public 
transit,  promotion  of  bicycle  commuting, 
free  shuttle  service  to  hospital  em- 
ployees, and  the  use  of  a  60-space  lot 
at  i7th  and  Folsom  Streets. 

Citizens  at  the  community  meeting 
were  skeptical.  They  pointed  out  that 
promises  were  made  when  the  new  men- 
tal health  facility  (now  80  percent  com- 
plete) on  Potrero  Avenue  was  being 
planned  that  it  would  not  open  until  the 
garage  was  built.  Then  the  City  Planning 
staff  decided  that  the  garage  plan  need- 
ed more  study  and  an  EIR,  and  the  pro- 
jects were  separated.  Now  the  project- 
ed completion  of  the  garage  is  slated 
for  the  summer  of  1996.  "I  think  there 
were  broken  promises."  admitted  SFGH 
Associate  Administrator  Jerome  Rankin. 

At  the  Planning  Commission  meeting 
a  handful  of  Potrero  Hill  residents  ex- 
pressed their  concerns  and  opposition  lo 
the  Negative  Declaration. 

Aligned  in  support  of  the  "Neg.  Dec." 
were  representatives  of  the  Mission 
Economic  Development  Commission,  the 
Potrero  Hill  Economic  Development 
Commission,  the  Community  Advisory 
Council  of  SFGH,  other  neighbors  of  the 
project  and  Planning  Commission  staff 
members,  one  of  whom.  Director  of 
Planning  Lu  Blazej.  asserted,  "Concerns 
(about  the  project)  are  overstated.  Dan- 
gers are  over  dramatized." 

The  Community  Relations  office  at 
SFGH  plans  to  hold  more  neighborhood 
meetings  as  the  project  progresses. 
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Fire  Department  Offers  Tips 
On  Surviving  thie  Big  One 

A  few  tips  from  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  Emergency  Responi-e 
Team  Training  Student  Manual. 

*The  key  to  survival  is  planning.  Discuss  plans  with  every  household  member. 

*IIave  escape  route.s  planned  for  each  part  of  your  home  and  work  place. 

*Have  a  flashlight  and  a  pair  of  shoes  by  everyone's  bed  (to  avoid  the  possi- 
bility of  stepping  in  broken  glass.) 

♦Know  where  utility  shutoffs  are  —  gas,  electricity  and  water.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  shutoffs  be  painted  white  or  a  light  reflective  color  so  they  are 
visible  in  dark  or  smoky  conditions.  Have  a  wrench  next  to  your  gas  shutoff. 

•Practice  your  plan  to  see  if  it  works.  Make  it  fun.  but  make  it  real  ~  i.e. 
practice  in  the  dark. 


•Decide  together  where  you  will  meet  if  a  major  quake  hits  when  the  family 
is  separated,  including  a  safe  place  in  case  the  home  is  damaged.  Arrange  a 
telephone  contact  out  of  the  area,  preferably  out  of  state,  to  find  out  if  every- 
one is  okay,  to  relay  messages  and  to  set  up  an  alternative  meeting  place. 

•Put  together  a  basic  kit  for  your  home,  your  car.  and  your  workplace.  The 
home  kit  should  provide  for  your  basic  needs  for  at  least  72  hours.  The  car  and 
work  kits  should  have  supplies  to  last  until  you  get  to  the  reunification  site. 
The  container  should  be  large  enough  to  hold  all  the  supplies,  but  small  enough 
to  handle  without  difficulty. 


*Take  a  safety  survey  and  look  at  each  room  in  your  home  with  "earthquake 
eyes."  Sit  in  each  room  and  ask.  "if  a  major  quake  hit  right  now  what  would 
injure  me?"  Guard  rails  or  industrial  strength  velcro  can  be  used  to  secure 
objects  on  open  shelves.  "Child  Proof"  latches  can  be  installed  on  cabinet  doors 
—  they  are  inexpensive  and  not  visible  from  the  exterior.  Store  heaviest  items 
on  lower  shelves,  near  the  floor.  Gas  lines  should  be  flexible.  Place  beds  away 
from  windows.  Remove  anything  that  might  fall  on  them.  Attach  tall  furniture 
to  wall  studs.  Attacli  paintings  and  mirrors  with  security  hangers  or  anti-theft 
hanger^.  Velcro  in  the  bottom  corners  also  prevents  them  from  moving  during 
a  quake.  Secure  TVs.  computers,  and  stereos  with  industrial  strengtli  velcro. 
Double  strap  the  water  heater  to  the  studs  in  the  wall  behind  it  —  one  strap 
one  third  from  the  top  and  tlic  second  about  one  third  from  the  bottom.  Plumb- 
ers tape  and  lag  bolts,  readily  available  from  any  hardware  store,  should  be  used. 
Hazardous  materials  and  household  chemicals  should  bo  well-marked  and  segre- 
gated according  to  manufacturers  suggesions.  Store  them  in  unbreakable  con- 
tainers, and  dispose  of  any  that  are  not  needed.  San  Francisco  has  a  free  col- 
lection facility  for  such  materials:

*If  you  are  in  a  building  when  an  earthquake  hits,  stay  there.  Seek  im- 
mediate shelter.. .duck,  cover  &  hold.  Try  to  get  under  something  that  will 
protect  you  from  falling  debris  like  a  table  or  desk  and  hold  on  to  it.  In  an 
open  area  of  n  building  such  as  a  hallway,  sit  down  against  a  wall  and  cover 
your  head  and  neck.  If  you  are  in  an  elevator,  go  to  the  closest  floor,  get  out 
and  do  as  above. 

•If  you  are  outside,  stay  there.  Move  away  from  buildings  if  it  is  safe  to  do 
so.  Watch  out  for  downed  power  lines. 

•If  you  are  driving  put  on  your  emergency  flashers  and  slow  to  a  stop.  (Watch 
for  rear  traffic  while  doing  this.)  Turn  off  the  ignition,  set  the  parking  break 
and  remain  inside  the  car  until  the  shaking  stops.  Do  not  stop  on  overpasses, 
underpasses  or  bridges,  or  under  such  hazards  as  power  lines  or  falling  building 
debris. 

•Downt'own  it  is  safer  to  remain  inside  after  an  earthquake.  (Unless  the 
building  is  structually  damaged,  on  fire,  leaking  gas.  etc.)  There  are  no  open 
areas  in  downtown  San  Francisco  far  enough  from  glass  or  other  foiling  debris 
to  be  considered  safe  refuge  sites.  When  windows  in  a  high-rise  building  break, 
the  glass  does  not  always  fall  straight  down;  it  can  catch  a  wind  current  and 
soar  great  distances.

A  STADIUM  AT  FOOT  OF  HILL? 

"Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein."  The  View  noted,  "has  changed  her  mind  about  where  in  the 
city  she'd  like  to  put  a  new  sports  stadium  —  and  if  she  has  her  way  it  would  end  up 
right  at  the  foot  of  Potrero  Hill."  At  a  meeting  called  by  the  Potrero  League  of 
Active  Neighbors  (PLAN),  Deputy  Mayor  Jim  Lazarus  defended  the  proposal  to  con- 
struct the  70,000-seat  stadium  at  7th  and  Townsend  Streets.  The  structure  would 
have  been  200  to  250  feet  tall  and  Hill  residents'  fears  of  its  impact  on  parking, 
traffic,  views  and  related  problems  resulted  in  widespread  opposition. 

GOATS  MAY  BE  OUSTED  PROM  HILL: 

A  tie  with  Potrero  Hill's  past  was  threatened  by  plans  for  construction  in  the  area  be- 
hind Goat  Hill  Pizza  at  18th  and  Connecticut  Streets,  the  home  of  Hilda  and  Loretta, 
the  neighborhood's  last  living  goats.  The  View  noted  that  "the  potreros  (Spanish  for 
pastures)  of  this  area  have  hosted  goats  since  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  Italian 
and  Russian  herders  tended  their  flocks  on  these  very  hillsides." 

A  LETTER  PROM  SALA  BURTON: 

One  letter  to  the  editor  was  from  Sala  Burton,  Phil's  widow  and  successor  as  member 
of  Congress  from  the  Fifth  Congressional  District,  expressing  delight  that  Potrero 
Hill  had  been  added  to  her  district.

Elester  Hubbard,  a  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  eighth-grader,  has  been  awarded 
a  four  year  bcholarship  to  attend  the 
Orme  Academy,  a  college  preparatory 
school  in  Mayer.  Arizona.  The  tuition  at 
the  academy  is  $20,000  per  year. 

Hubbard,  who  is  14  years  old.  present- 
ly plans  to  be  a  lawyer,  specializing  in 
international  law.  He  hopes  to  attend 
UC  Berkeley  after  graduation  from  the 
Orme  Academy. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  scholarship, 
students  had  to  have  at  least  a  3.0  grade 
point  average,  and  to  participate  in  a 
school  sport  —  in  Hubbard's  case  the  70 
meter  sprint  on  the  PHMS  track  team. 
A  personal  interview  and  a  brief  essay 
were  also  part  of  the  selection  proce- 
dure. A  girl  from  Martin  Luther  King. 
Jr.  Middle  School  and  a  boy  from 
Sacramento  were  also  chosen. 

Hubbard  also  likes  to  play  football  in 
the  Mission  Rec  League  as  a  wide  re- 
ceiver and  tight  end.  and  collects 
sports  trading  cards  as  a  hobby.  He  en- 
joys reading,  mostly  mystery  stories. 

Orme  Academy  was  founded  in  1929. 
Its  campus  is  located  on  the  40.000  acre 
Quarter  Circle  V  Bar  Ranch.  It  is  a 
member  of  tlie  National  Assn.  of  Inde- 
pendent Schools.  There  are  currently 
145  students  enrolled.  74  boys  and  71 
girls.  The  academic  program  is  rigor- 
ous. The  school  day  begins  early  in  the 
morning  and  there  are  five  or  six 
cla^-ses  during  the  day.  There  is  also 
a  two  hour  study  period  in  the  evening. 
The  school  library  has  20,000  volumes 
and  subscribes  to  more  than  100  periodi- 
cals.

Bulcke  Dead  at  91 


Germaine  (Jerry)  Bulcke,  for  many 
years  a  resident  of  Polrero  HiU.  pass- 
ed away  quietly  and  peacefully  in 
Santa  Rosa  the  afternoon  of  April  6, 
43  days  short  of  his  92nd  birthday. 

Bulcke  was  born  in  Dudzeelc,  Bel- 
gium, in  1902  and  lived  through  World 
War  1  and  the  German  occupation  of 
Belgium,  surviving  typhus  and  suffer- 
ing a  wound  in  a  bombing  raid. 

Following  that  war  he  lived  for  a 
time  in  Paris,  then  emigrated  to  the 
United  States,  settling  first  in  De- 
troit wiicrc  he  worked  in  the  auto 
plants  and  also  ran  a  small  store.  In 
the  iy20's  Bulcke  came  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  began  working  on  the  water- 
front. He  played  leadersliip  roles  in 
organizing  the  longshoremen  to  end 
the  corrupt  hiring  system  (the  "shape 
up")  and  to  establish  their  own  union. 

During  the  1934  maritime  strike 
which  led  to  the  birth  of  the  Inter- 
national Longshoremen's  and  Ware- 
housemen's Union  (ILWU)  Bulcke  took 
part  in  the  famous  "Battle  of  Kincon 
Hill"  and  witnessed  the  slaying  of  two 
strikers  by  police  on  the  sidewalk 
outside  the  union's  headquarters. 

Following  tlic  strike  he  held  var- 
ious offices  in  both  ILWU  Local  ID 
and  the  International  Union.  As  part 


of  his  leadership  duties,  Bulcke  was 
proud  to  be  given  the  honor  to  per- 
sonally inform  labor  hero  Tom  Moon- 
ey  that  he  was  to  be  freed  from  San 
Quentin  prison  after  many  years  of 
imprisonment  on  trumped  up  charges. 
(Mooncy  and  an  accomplice  were  ac- 
cused of  hurling  a  bomb  at  a  Market 
Street  parade  during  World  War  t.) 

Bulcke  became  the  Southern  Calif- 
ornia arbitrator  for  the  ILWU  and  the 
waterfront  employers,  the  Pacific 
Maritime  Association  and  held  that 
post  until  his  retirement.  He  then 
became  an  active  member  of  the 
ILWU  pensioners  group.  An  account 
of  his  life  is  documented  in  an  oral 
history  published  several  years  ago 
by  the  Bancroft  Library  of  llie  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Berkeley. 

Bulcke  and  Helen  ("Rusty"),  his 
wife  of  4tJ  years,  moved  to  Santa 
Rosa  a  few  years  ago.  He  is  surviv- 
ed by  Rusty,  son  Ken  and  daughter 
Muriel,  stepson  Bruce,  and  numerous 
grandchildren  and  great  grandchild- 
ren. 

A  memorial  service  will  be  held 
Saturday,  May  14,  at  1:30  p.m.  at 
ILWU,  Local  10,  4U0  North  Point  St., 
San  Francisco

Provides  Needed  Services

At  a  time  when  media  arti.  organiza- 
tions are  often  on  the  verge  of  financial 
collapse  or  struggling  to  adapt  to  San 
Francisco's  ever-changing  cultural  and 
political  landscapes,  the  Bay  Area  Video  , 
Coalition  (BAVC).  continues  to  thrive 
a^  one  of  Northern  California's  leading 
member  supported,  non-profit  video 
arts  centers. 

It's  been  located  at  17th  and  Mississippi 
streets  since  1981  and  a  tour  of  the 
bustling  media  arts  facility,  which  was 
founded  in  1976  by  video  artists  working 
for  KQED's  "Experimental  Television 
Project,"  soon  reveals  why  BAVC  is  a 
significant  presence  in  today's  media  arts 
community.  On  the  tour,  led  by  Luke 
Hones,  BAVC's  Program  Director,  I 
noted  that  nearly  every  post-production 
suite  was  in  use.  Although  a  few  of  the 
editors  were  bleary-eyed  from  long  hours 
of  editing,  it  appeared  that  they  were 
very  much  at  home  in  BAVC's  low-key 
atmosphere  and  enjoyed  working  with  the 
friendly  staff. 

"Our  goal  has  always  been  to  broaden 
access  to  the  whole  community,"  says 
Hones  as  we  watch  a  technician  for 
BAVC's  Video  Preservation  Center  trans- 
fer a  1/2"  open-reel  tape  (an  obsolete 
video  format)  to  a  contemporary  video 
format.  The  Preservation  Center,  par- 
tially funded  by  an  NEA  Challenge  grant, 
is  BAVC's  latest  service  to  independent 
producers  who  want  to  retrieve  lost 
video  works  from  the  1970s.  At  present, 
the  Center  is  working  on  a  project  that 
involves  the  preservation  of  a  collection 
of  preliminary  interviews  from  Peter 
Adair's  "Word  Is  Out". 

In  addition  to  providing  independent 
producers  and  artists  with  low-cost 
access  to  production,  post-production 
and  video  preservation  facilities.  BAVC's 
education  staff  is  working  hard  to  develop 
and  present  workshops  on  virtually  every 
aspect  of  video  and  multimedia.  BAVC's 
hands-on  technical  workshops,  taught  by 
media  professionals  with  state-of-the- 


drt  equipment,  are  considered  by  many 
video  artists  to  be  the  best  in  town. 

BAVC's  popular  internship  program  is 
another  element  in  the  video  arts  cen- 
ter's blueprint  for  success.  "We're  very 
excited  about  our  interns",  says  Hone. 
"In  fact,  most  of  our  current  staff  cam'* 
out  of  the  internship  program."  Hones 
stresses  that  anyone  interested  in  an 
internship  must  commit  to  working  20 
hours  a  week  for  four  months  and  "has 
to  have  the  right  attitude.  Vve're  not 
the  perfect  place  for  someone  who  wants 
to  be  San  Francisco's  top  editor.. .interns 
should  be  in  tune  with  grassroots  organi- 
zations." 

In  1992,  BAVC  began  awarding  equip- 
ment access  grants  ~  the  Artist  Access 
Awards  —  to  video  artists  working  on 
projects  in  association  with  community 
groups  or  about  community  issues.  In 
February,  Potrero  Hill's  Kathy  Katz  was 
awarded  an  Access  Award  for  "The 
Farm",  a  documentary  on  San  Francisco's 
urban  farm,  located  at  Potrero  Avenue 
and  Army  Street. 

In  May,  BAVC,  which  boasts  a  member- 
ship of  2,000,  will  begin  holding  bi-month- 
ly membership  meetings.
